Editorial from The Western Canada Coal Review 

“Possibly ho question has come in 
for 86 much discussion during recent 
weeks as the subvention recently grant- 
ed by the Federal Government for the 
movement of coal from Western Canada 
into Manitoba. Estimates vary as 
what it will really accomplish in dimin- 
ishing the trermendous imports of Unit- 
ed States coal on the Manitoba market 
At the same time, the fact remains that 
it i6 a most significant move in respect 
of the Western Canada coal industry. 
The Federal Government is now aiding 
the industry to overcome the handicap 
of great distances to be covered-—its mo- 
tive being to curb importations of Unit- 
ed States coal on a market that belongs 
to Western Canada and to provide more 
work for the Canadian miner. 

“As a matter of fact, when Hon 
Chas. Stewart, Minister of Interior, was 
in Winnipeg to discuss the whole issue 
with Western operators, he said he 
wanted to see the day when there wasn’t 
a pound of United States coal burned in 
Manitoba. 

“The subvention certainly did not 
come as a gift from the mythical Santa 
Claus. It has been the result of con- 
sistent and energetic work spread over 
a period of more 1a year. Operators 
took a leading part showing the Federal!

i Isn't It Strange How We Act as Though 

' Money Were of No Importance to Women 

i When Most of the Money in the World Is 
Handled by Women? Queries Dorothy Dix | 


. 


1. ls a queer thing about our attjtude toward women and money. Women 
need money more than mon do and need more of it, It is more important 
to a woman to have money than it is to a men. A woman's happiness, her 
well-being, physically and spirijually and 
morally, depends more on her having 
money than a man’s does, since, as Becky 
Sharp remarked, “any woman can be vir- 
tuous an $5000 a year,” whereas the lack of 
money often forces the woman who has 
nothing else to sell, to sell herself. 


Also, life holds compensations for a 
woman, no matter what misfortunes 
may have befallen her, if she still has 
the run of the department stores. More- 
aver, most of the money in the world is 
handled at ane time or another by wo- 
men, ause they do the buying and 
spend the moncy that men exrn. 


Fi. 
\ 


Yet, in spite of these well-known facts, 
we act as if money was of no importance 
et all to women. Something like air that 
is miraculously provided for them by nature 
and of which they will always be sure to 
have enough to enable them to live com- 
» fortably. Very seldom do we teach them 
' how to earn money or how to use it or how 
» ta save it. Funny, isn’t it, when you come 
te think about it? 


Begin with childhood. From the time a little boy is old enough te 
understand anything we begin to talk to him about money and the thing 
he is going to do to earn it. We ask little Johnny if he is going to be a 


doctor or a merchant or a street-car conductor and we impress upon 
him the importance of making himself an expert so that he can com- 
mand high pay. 


But we never ask little Mary what kind of work she is going to do when | 
she grows up and whether she is going to be a stenographer or a milliner 
or 4 bookkeeper, though, goodness knows, she is quite as sure to need to know | 
how to make money as her brother 


Indeed, of so little importance do most parents consider this subject 
that often they do not even try to fit their daughters for any especial 
eccupation, but just let them drift inte any kind of odd job that comes 
along without any reference to their talents or aptitudes. 


They still cling tc the old superstition that a girl does not need to earn | 
money, even though she will starve if she doesn’t earn it. And, anyway, | 
thoy are sure she wiil have to support herself but for a short time, even 
though the commonest observation shows that the chances of a girl marry- 
ing grow slimmer year by year and the likelihood of her having to continue | 
to be a wage earner aficr marriage increases every day | 

| 


Yet just by reason of her sex it is harder for a girl to get a job and 
hold it than it is for a boy and it is, therefore, far more necessary that 
she should be taught same way of making a living than that he should 
be, but it just simply isn't done as a matter of course as it is with a boy | 
because—well, just because. 


We don't teach girls how to spend money, which is just as important as 
knowing how to make it. Even small boys are given an allowance, but it is / 
rare indeed for a small girl to have one given to her. Parents recognize that | 
a boy feels cheap without some pocket money, but they never consider their | 
daughter's feelings in that respect. When a boy goes to wark his mother | 
never thinks of taking his pay envelope away from’ him and giving him back 
only a few cents for carfare and lunches. She boasts about what a good | 
san Johnny is if he gives her what he sees fit out of his earnings. | 


But when Mamie goes to work mother makes her bring home her 
pay envelope unapened to her and she decides what amount Mamie is 
entitled to out of the money she has worked for. Mother's excuse is 
that Mamie doesn’t know how to use money, though it would seem that 
a girl who had intelligence enough to earn a dollar would have sense 
enough to know what to do with it. 


Anywey, the result is that whether a girl is rich or poor, whether she 
has inherited a fortune or hammered out a thin dime an a typewriter, she 
is not taught how to use it wisely and well. Everything is bought for her as 
a as she remains at home and about the first experience she gets in 
+really handling money is when she gets married. It is becauso girls have 
been taught nothing of the real value of money nor how to use {it that so 

many young wives are so wasteful and extravagant and make so many mis- | 
, takes in their spending. 

Finally, there is the stupendous and amazing and incomprehensible 
fact that men who adore women, devoted husbands and fathers who 
literally wor kthemselves to death trying to accumulate the money that 
will kecp their wives and daughters soft and safe, make no effort what- 
ever to teach these women how to take care of the fortunes they leave 
them when they die. 

They know how terrible is the fate of the middle-aged woman who has 
lived in the lap of luxury all her days and who is suddenly thrown out on 
the world to support herself. They have seen dozens of these women whose 
husbands lett them comfortable fortunes, who have sunk it all in fool spec- 
ulations or been flim-flammed out of their money by greedy relatives and who | 
have been left to eat the bitter bread of dependence or do menial work,

In his home-bred struggle. waged 
before swirling, perspir ng galleries all 
the way, the strappinng young b'ond 
professional, Horton Smith, outplayed 
| the champion of the world. Bobby 
Jones, to take the lead in this golf 
classic for the first time in his 
career 

Smith added a par-cracking 70. the 
best round of the whole day, to h's 

| par 72 of the first round for a two- 
day 36-hole score of 142 laying 
right behind, Jones started his round 
with a one-stroke advantage. lost it 
on the first nine and emerged from 
a stiff battle with the hazards of In- 
terlachen with a score of 73 and 36- 
hole total of 144 

The tie for second place became 
three-cornered in sensational and 
dramatic fashion when the very last 
player in the entire field. Charles 
Lacey, 23-year-old Englishman from 
Philadelphia, came home with a par- 
breaking 70, equalling Horton Smith's 
low round of the day and giving him 
a two-day total of 144 to tie Jones 
and Harry Cooper. 
| This marks Lacey's {frst major 
United States tournament and he cele- 
brated it with as fine a round as the 
event has yet witnessed. 

Probable Finalists 

Smith, the 22-year-old Missourian 
Played the Great Jones to a stand- 
still in the first personal duel the two 
ever have had the chance to wage for 
the blue ripbon prize 
golf. 

The two strokes difference between 
Smith and Jones represented the dif- 
ference between the way they played 
the ordinarily easy 408-yard 15th hole 
The young pro had a one-stroke edge 
at the time and got his par without 
special difficulty. A few moments 
later, Jones. on the same hole, hooked 
his tee shot w Idly to the long grass in 
a spot where he was prevented by a 
tree from doing anything but play- 
ing out safely. The champ then 
pitcheci to the back edge of the 
green. came on weakly and missed a 
four-foot putt as the climax to a 
wretchéd six. 

Counted Birdie 

Bobby got a stroke back on 
16th, where he holed his longest putt 
of the day, nearly 25 feet. for a birdie 
3. but he could not catch the flying 
Missourian on e‘ther of the remain- 
ing two holes. 

Smith's two-stroke lead over the all- 
star field topped off a day that saw 
the three veteran favorites, Macdon- 
ald Smith. Tommy Armour and Walter 
Hagen, in quick succession shoot away 
their chances for par scores or better 
on the tough incoming nine. 

Jones, in second place, found him- 
self in a tie with Lighthorse Harry 
Cooper, who duplicated his par 72 of

the query which haunts and per- 

plexes prairie farmers as they climb aboard 
their seed drills this spring. 

Not so long ago Heywood Broun defined a 
farmer as a man who gets up at five in the 
morning in order to grow more wheat than 
he could sell so as to get poorer each year. And 
as a sure-fire remedy he advocated that farm- 
ers meet in solemn convention, agree unani- 
mously to lie in bed till ten o'clock each morn- 
ing and thus cut wheat production to the point 
where it would pay. 

About the same time the federal farm board 
of the United States sent high-geared mission- 
aries to the farmers of the spring wheat belt to 
persuade them to drastically cut their wheat 
acreage. In Canada many astute students have 
set forth much the same advice, while Hon 
Prank Oliver was frank enough to say that only 
a poor harvest could benefit the prairie farmers. 

To most of us such advice savors of insan- 
ty—and worse! Yet it must be confessed that 
here is something to be said for a reduced 
tcreage. Our farmers are being given the Big 
Squeeze in the markets of the world so that 
here is a tremendous surplus of wheat on hand 
t the very moment when farmers are starting

The Combine’s Big Economies 


NOTHER notable example of the same pro- 

cess is found in the modern combine-har- 
vest—a machine which cuts and threshes the 
crops in one operation. By so doing from eight 
to a dozen men are displaced, and there is a 
tremendous saving in money costs. 

To get the best slant on the economies ef- 
fected by this machine, I interviewed many 
farm women. All of them were enthusiastic 
beyond measure. “I can hardly tell you how 
much the combine means to me,” one of them 
told me. “Believe nie, it’s no joke to cook for 
a dozen hungry men during threshing time, 
and it become’ positively tragic if rain or snow 
stops work in the field, for hungry mouths must 


be fed, rain or shine. The combine has lifted 
a great burden of work from ray shoulders, 
for my husband and son, with the assistance of 
a hired man, now do the job in a few days.” 

As near as I can ascertain there are five 
thousand of these machines in western Can- 
ada—each one saving the energy and time of 
half a dozen me . Add it for yourself; I’m tired 
of figuring. The total represents the economy 
effected by this one machine. 
you will discover the nemesis of “the hobo har- 
vester” and of the “harvester cpecial.” If 
many more of these machines are introduced. 
the bank clerks and plasterers of Ontario will 
be minus annuel pilgrimage to “the 
golden west.” 

The important feature of the cembine is its 
demonstrated ability to reduce the cost of pro- 
ducing wheat. Back in the pre-war days, it 
was generally agreed that the cost of produc- 
ing a bughel of wheat in western Canada was 
around cents. The figure would vary great- 
ly, of course, but 50 cents was accepted as a 
fair average. The cost ran up during and after 
the war, largely as a result of the high cost of 
labor, twine and food, and the ravages of rust.

The combine has brought the price down again | 


by its big economies in labor, time and food. 
Under normal conditions, it makes it possible 
for a farmer to produce wheat at fifty cents 
a bushel, which means that the prairie farmer 
can continue to meet competition from any part 
of the world. 

This is the view taken by A. E. Ottewell, 
registrar of the University of Alberta. In a 
speech delivered in Winnipeg last winter he said 
he foresaw the day of fifty-cent wheat produc- 
tion at a profit on huge mechanized farms in 
Canada, Argentine and Russia. It was signifi-

ND on the prairies? The Manitoba Power 
A Commission is extending its transmission 
lines with the end in view of covering the whole 
province south of Dauphin. In five years these 
lines will be within easy distance of move than 
45,000 farms. 

It must be reniembered that the modern 
farmer is not content with electric light—he 
demands the harnessing of “white-coal” to a 
wide range of implements. At Carman, Mani- 
toba, enterprising farmers have used the power 
coming from the Winnipeg river to thresh their 
crops. At Portage la Prairie another farmer 
gleefully informed me that “the water, instead 
of mother, is doing the running these days,” 
and pointed to an up-to-date water system for 
the house and barn. Still another Manitoba 
farmer told me that “Before long we'll be liv- 
ing in town and won’t know it.” 

Nor must we forget that we have in Canada 
a tremendous machine designed to emphasize 
a back-to-the-farm movement, and at the same 
time to make farming vastly more efficient. 
Experimental farms and laboratories are work- 
ing overtime with the end in view of modern- 
van! Canadian agriculture. 

jhat have these men and women of science 
done for prairie farmers? They have fashioned 
new wheats out of old wheats to give us Mar- 
quis, Reward and Garnet. They have learned 
what made spring wheats good and have thrown 
a heavier dose of protein into the kernels. They 
have employed poison, gas and machine guns to 
protect crops from bugs, beetles, nioths, ticks 
and borers. They have serumed the farmers’ 
pigs and shaped them for the selling scales. 
They have turned both eyes and test-tubes on 
his dairy herd, petted it here, fed it there, and 
watched the butter-fat roll up. They have 
placed soils under microscopes, jollied the sour 
one, fed them leguines, jacked up otkers and 
egged these perked-up soils on to wheat, pota- 
toes, oats and barley. They have almost suc- 
ceeded in creating a wheat that won't feed rust. 
They have outwitted king frost and pushed back 
the "Shabepes of agriculture almost to the aretie 
circle. 

All this and much more ave these scientists 
done for the farmers of Canada. New methods 
of doing old tricks; mere efficient ways of 
growing crops—placing millions of dollars to 
the credit side of our agricultural ledger. Al- 
ways and everywhere reducing the costs of pre- 


; duction and increasing the efficiency of our

farmers. 

Here, then, are some of the hi 
agriculture’s silent revolution. t is being 
modernized and motorized. Tractor and truck 
sales soar upward every year. Implement com- 
panies are beseiged for larger and still larger 
implements. New inventions, destined to lend 
speed to farm work, are welcomed with open 
arms. 

The very evident result has been a vast in- 
crease in the volume of production and a de- 
cided decrease in the costs of production. Co- 
incident with this there has been a relatively 
much smaller increase in the rural population. 

If this tendency continues, and there is no 
evidence of its abatement, we may witness a posi- 
tive reduction in the rural population in the 
next ten years. Should this eventuate there will 
doubtless be much head-shaking and welkin- 
ringing by those who shake heads and ring wel- 
kins whenever a marked transition in agricul- 
ture takes place. But such an attitude will be 
futile. For good or ill we cannot turn back the 
hands of the clock of history. There is only 
one thinkable alternative: a’ reversion to the 
peasant status of smal! farms, small machines 
and small returns. And about the only thing 
concerning peasant farming that can be quali- 
fied in any way other than small, is the amount 
of backache it engendera—to avoid which our 


farmers are seeking the aid of scientists and 
inventors.
